11.  BROAD  ITEMS  OF  INTEREST  TO  ADVISORS  AND  AGENCY 
MANAGERS . 

TA.  January  1-9,  2005  - The  EXBS  Advisor  was  on 
vacation  in  the  United  States  and  arrived  back  in 
country  on  January  11,  2005. 

1B.  January  10-14,  2005  - A delegation  of  Slovák  Customs 
managers  participated  in  a tri-lateral  meeting  with 
members  of  the  Customs  Services  from  Hungary  and  Poland 
to  discuss  the  growing  problems  associated  with 
cigarette  smuggling  from  the  Ukraine.  The  goal  of  the 
meeting  was  to  share  information  and  ensure 
consistency,  among  the  three  nations,  in  the 
enforcement  of  EU  laws  concerning  cigarette  smuggling. 

TC.  January  17-21,  2005  - A delegation  of  Slovák 
Customs  managers  and  other  member  countries  of  the 
World  Customs  Organization  (WCO),  visited  with 
Kazakhstan  Customs  in  Almaty,  Kazakhstan.  The  WCO 
delegates  shared  their  procedures,  experiences,  and 
insights  on  how  joining  the  EU  has  affected  their 
organization.  Slovák  Customs  signed  agreements  to 
provide  further  assistance,  vis — vis  guidance  and 
training,  to  Kazakhstan  Customs.
